4 general obligation bond issue. 

To succeed, the bond issue must 
win a two-thirds majority. 

Altholigh the bond proposal was 
finally acceptéd by the council in a 
unanimous vote of its five members, 
opinions expressed during the 
meeting were far from harmonious. 
In general, four different attitudes 

,emerged. 

Most conservative in approach 
was Councilman Whit Cromwell, 
who favors development of school-

connected properties before de- 
velopment of a general park system. 

Contacted this week, Cromwell 
stated, ‘‘l think there are better 
ways of getting parks and 
recreation. We have lots of vacant 
land, and the tax-payer is really 
paying through the nose because 
we're not using level, developed 
land that we have on these schools. 

‘*Even if we have a bond issue, | 
would prefer to go in with a 
joint-powers agreement and possi- 
bly put in swimming pools, possibly 
put in a recreational center--and 
other things--on the land that we, 
the tax-payers, already own in our 
school-district. We could get a lot 
more facilities and still join in with 
the school district in the main- 
tenance. The school district is 


maintaining that land now." 
Councilman Rudolph Castro, on 


the other hand, favored imposition 
of a city tax to fund the parks and 
recreation plan. His motion failed 
however for lack of a second. 

Although»most council members 
acknowledge eventual need of a city 
tax in Yorba Linda, opposition to 
Castro's motion wads laid to desire to 
postpone it as long as possible. 

Champion of the assessment 
district approach was Councilman 
Dale Chaput. who had earlier 
attacked the bond proposal as 
‘‘inequitable."' He also declared 
that formation of an assessment 
district would permit development 
of a park system ‘‘far sooner’ than a 
bond ‘issue. . 

Supporting’ the bond measure 
were Mayor Carolyn Ewing and 
Councilman Henry Wedaa. 

“I don't believe that in this 
economic situation people are 


necessarily going to feel enthusias- 
tic about a bond issue,’’ Mrs. Ewing 
explained recently, ‘‘but there is 
less money that you have to put up in 
front compared to an assessment 
district. 

‘‘An assessment district is a very 
innovative way to develop parks, but 
it requires that all of the money for 
the engineering and the assessment 
division be spent prior to the protest 
hearing. | felt very strongly that we 
could not commit our vote for the 
assessment district prior to the 
protest hearing because the protest 
hearing might kill the assessment 
district."’ 

(Under state law, a four-fifths vote 
of the council would have been 
necessary to continue district 
formation had protest amounting to 
less than half the involved 
property-owners developed. Had 


more than half of the property- 
owners protested formation, the 
measure would have been killed.) 

“Of the two routes,’’ Mrs. Ewing 
continued, ‘‘I think that the bond 
issue is the less expensive and more 
reasonable method. The assessment 
district is definitely an innovative 
method, but I do not think it would 
really be practical for an entire 
city."’ 

Councilman Cromwell also sup- 
ported the suggested bond issue, 
noting that it could be adopted only 
“by the vote of the people. Any kind 
of tax, as far as I'm concerned,"’ he 
added, ‘‘particularly to buy other 
than bread-and-butter items for our 
city, should go to the people first."’ 

In the actual voting, once Castro's 
motion had failed, he joined Chaput 
in supporting formation of an 
assessment district.

YL Chamber Moves Deflation 


Campaign Across Nation 


The Chamber of Commerce has 
just completed seven 16’’ x 24’’, 10 
page handmade books to be 
delivered to the country’s leaders in 
government, business and press 
manager Bill OpDyke announced 
this week. These novel presenta- 
tions give the story of Yorba Linda's 
DEflation campaign including actual 
samples of each major part of the 
program. Of major significance to 
Americans everywhere is the fact 
that at least one U.S. city has 
embarked on definite action to ease 
the economic crisis. The books’ 
foreword reads as follows: 

“It Just Might Catch On’”’ ... It 
could have happened in Bangor, 
Mainé; Odessa, Texas: Hickory, 
Jeg.: or Gallup, N.M., but it 
$icioped in Yorba Linda, Calif., a 
small American city of 23,000 souls. 

‘‘This just could be a signal for the 
‘turn-around’ in America’s nagging 
inflationary spiral! It just might also 
prove to be a shift in business-press 
relations: and a meaningful trend in 
Chamber of Commerce work 
throughout the 50 States! 

‘‘What this country needs is a 3% 
cut in prices $f things: something to 
help turn the news around, said the 
Chamber on March 5S.

The controversy is far from over, 
however. At Monday's council 
meeting, Chaput expressed ‘‘dissat- 
isfaction’’ with the action taken at 
the special meeting. ‘‘Personally I 
feel a bond election. is not going to 
go.’ he told fellow council 
members. ‘There are other 
alternatives such as a utility type 
tax. | think we'd get money more 
quickly that way.” 


His motion to place a reconsidera- 
tion of the park funding issue on the 
agenda failed to carry. Another 
motion by Councilman Cromwell, 
put the issue on the next council 
agenda.

Sparks Fly On Main St. 
Undergrounding Project 


Final, unanimous action on 
undergrounding utilities on Main 
Street came at Monday night's 
council meeting---after considerable 
controversy. The council agreed to 
go ahead with the long-planned 
project to remove overhead wires on 
the city’s Main Street in unanimous 
vote. 

The Pacific Telephone Company 
and Southern California Edison 
Company have indicated that they 
will underground their facilities 
within the new district number two, 
which extends along Main from 
Imperial to Lemon. ‘Southern 
California Edison files its dollar 
; 


allocation to cities for underground- 
ing with the Public Utilities 
Commission each year and notifies 
each city of the amount available for 
conversion. 

Yorba Linda’s balance through 
1974 was approximately $47,700 
with an estimated $29,000 available 
for 1975, giving the city a total of 
$76,000 for a project during the next 
fiscal year. The telphone company 
has agreed to match, on a 
foot-by-foot basis, the conversion of 
the electric utility dollar allocations, 
bringing estimated project cost to 
$65,000. 

The only cost to the city is staff 


time required to establish a District 
and coordinate the project. 

Landowners on Main Street, 
however, will be required to pay a 
hook-up fee, which a local electrical 
contractor estimated will average 
around $600 to $650. 

The hook-up fee sparked contro- 
versy among Main Street property 
owners. | 

*‘We're being asked to spend a 
whole lot of money on a project that 


serves no useful purpose,”’ 
protested Ron Julian, ‘‘I’ve paid out 
$20,000 this year in taxes--when 


does it all stop? I'm told the main

A Paramedics unit with a special 
van and around the clock service will 
be operational in Yorba Linda 
expectedly by June 15, 1975 and is 
open for service to the Placentia area 
if the Placentia City Council votes to 
join the plan. 

Cost of the program, operated 
through the Orange County Fire 
Department, would be levied on a 
per capita basis of population use 
and could include Yorba Linda, 
sections of the county and Placentia. 

With plans firmed and county 
firemen now in training to man the 
special unit, George Ajimine, the 
County-Wide Paramedics Coordina- 
tor said that local hospitals are being 
surveyed to serve both as base and 
receiving hospitals. 

The base hospital! could expected- 
ly be St, Jude in Fullerton, already 


approved and now in use by La 
Habra Paramedics. This hospital 
provides 24-hour, around the clock 
doctor-on-the premises service to 
the Paramedics team. 

Present planning has progressed 
to the point where the sliding door 
van. painted red, is now being 
equipped with a comprehensive 
radio communications system, 
similar to that used in police 
vehicles. The six firemen, needed 
for the two-man teams for around 
the clock service, are now in 
training, Ajimine stated. 

The program will operate from 
fire station 10 in Yorba Linda. 

The city of Yorba Linda would 
continue to pay for its paramedic 
team with its present county 
structure tax rate of .39 per hundred 
dollars now paid to the county. The 


blend water from the Colorado River 
and the northern water from the 
State Water Project at the Diemer 
plant. 

Seven bids were received for the 
project, ranging from the low bid of 
Shea Co. to a high of $9,437,926. 

Pipe will be installed between 


Tonner Tunnel No | and Tonner 
Tunnel No. 2 and between the latter 
tunnel and the filtration plant. The 
project generally follows an 


alignment west of Carbon Canyon 
Road, with part of the line passing 
through undeveloped territory of the 
City of Brea. 

The work involves construction of 
a pipe-lined tunnel, 1450 feet long, 
under the Diemer plant and a 
230-foot-deep shaft from the tunnel 
up to the plant.

The entire Yorba Linda Feeder 


will connect with the District's 
forthcoming supply of water from 
Northern California received via the 
East Branch of the State project and 
the District's Rialto Pipeline. Now 
nearly complete, the Rialto tine will 
convey water from the State's East 
Branch in Devil Canyon near San 
Bernardino to the La Verne area of

This year there is a new 
voice billowing out of the 
dugout on the Little League 
fieid. Itis not the deep voice 
of the cigar chewing 
manager, but the feminine 
voice of Peg Tompkins, the 
new manager of the Aztecs 
in the B Minor League. A 
new resident of Yorba 
Linda, she was asked to 
manage the team after Art 
Abbot resigned the post. 
Tompkins had established 
herself in baseball through 
four years of umpiring in 
Anaheim Little League. 


As a mother of eight, she 
took an interest in Little 
League when her sons 
played. Her son, Johnathan 
is currently on the Aztecs 
and is their starting pitcher. 
Tompkins believes that the 
team has a strong chance of 
winning the championship 
but she admits that it is still 
an open field. The team won 
their first game over the 
Saints 4-0. However, they 
took an 11-5 beating at the 
bats of the Titans in their 
second game of the season. 


Tompkins attributed the 
loss to a weakness on the 
pitching staff. 

Tompkin’s philosophy on 
baseball is that the players 
should handle the ball as 
much as possible. For this 
reason she lets the pitghers 
pitch during batting gipjc- 
tice while she yells 
encouragement from the 
sidelines. She does partici- 
pate, though, when the 
team has fielding practice 
which is often. She hits the 
balls out to the players and 
monitors their fielding. 
giving encouragement and 
criticism like any manager 
should. 

As the only woman in a 
league of nine hundred men 
she felt a bit apprehensive 
at first, but said that there is 
great support from the 
parents, One player on the 
team was razzed at school 
about having a woman 
manager until the team won 
their first game. Tompkins 
thinks that girls should play 
Little League because they 
are just as capable on the 
field as boys.
